Sanford, the organizer of Motorcycle 
Owners, Riders, and Enthusiasts, I made 
the mistake of asking why MORE was not 
concerned with road riders.I was prompt 
ly informed that MORE was vitally inter- 
ested in all forms of motorcycling from 
the trail plodders to the road smokers. 
It turns out that not only is MORE trying 
to keep our natural wildlands open for 
us, but it is fighting to keep us from 
being forced to ride with helmets. I 
wouldn’t ride without my helmet, but that 
is MY CHOICE, I don’t want to be forced 
to wear a helmet or boots or a seat belt 


or whatever others decideis best for me, 

What I am trying to bring out here is 
that MORE should be getting support from 
road riders. We are the ones who havea 
lot to lose by not being organized, MORE 
offers the chance to get organized.

THE END OF AN ERA

Floyd Clymer 


Floyd Clymer died instantly of heart 
failure while working at his desk in his 
West Los Angles home last Thursday 
evening. He had grown up along with 
motorcycling and the automobile, and 
was for the past 26 years their best- 
known historian, His death came as a 
shock to all who knew him, for Floyd had 
never seemed in better health or spirts. 
He never smoked or drank alcohol inhis 
whole 74 years, and while he often drove 
a hard bargain, he was scrupulously 
honest in business, 

I first met Joseph Floyd Clymer in 
1957 when he needed an editor for Cycle 
Magazine and I, fresh out of college, 
announced my willingness to start atany 
salary. Floyd took me at my word and I 
worked for him one year at a salary 
which, even in those days was considered 
extremely modest, 

In that year Floyd taught me nearly 
everything I know about publishing, and 
though I left him for a competitor, which 
soon folded, as Clymer predicted they 
would, we remained good friends. 

In those days, Clymer didn’t forsee 
much of a future for motorcyclcing. His 
years as a dealer, racer and distributor 
for many famous brands had taught him 
that ‘‘the motorcycle fever’? was some- 
thing a few young men caught in their 
youth and got over in two years, We used 
to argue this contention whenever we 
met, In recent years Floyd changed his 
view, even to the extent of lending us 
money to start this newspaper. 

Of all his many claims to fame, Floyd 
Clymer was proudest of the many famous 
friends and acquaintances he had formed 
in his years of business, promotion and 
publishing. Floyd’s close friends would 
fill a Who's Who, including Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Eddie Rickenbacker, Or- 
ville Wright and former Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, If he had any enemies, we 
never knew of them, for Floyd never 
said an unkind word about anybody. 

His fascinating anecdotes fill many 
volumes of reminiscences, published 
along with his famous ‘‘Motor Scrap- 
books." Floyd was born the son of a 
country doctor in Berthoud, Colo, in 
October, 1895, His father purchased a 
new 1902 curved-dash Oldsmobile which 
young Floyd immediately learned to 
drive. By age 11 he had sold several of 
the cars and billed himself as ‘‘The 
World’s Youngest Automobile Dealer,’’ 
displaying a flair for the superlative 
that was to continue with him the rest of 
his life, The sign on his building at 222 
N. Virgil Ave, in Los Angeles reads, 
**World's Largest Publisher of Histori-

cal Books Relating to Automobiles & 
Motorcycles." 

After selling and distributing many 
famous brands of automobiles and mo- 
torcycles in Colorado, Floyd, already a 
famous motorcycle racer, moved to Los 
Angles in the 1930's and opened a mail- 
order parts business. Never satisfied 
with only one line of endeavor, he also 
promoted motorcycle races in the Los 
Angles area. 

One of the Clymer stories that I love 
tells of how he was introduced at old 
Gilmore Speedway as a former ‘‘famous 
racer." Some of the lads in the pits 
expressed, loudly enough for Floyd to 
hear, their doubts of his ability on the 
two wheeled tracks, A challenge was 
accepted (probably there was a side bet 
in there someplace), Clymer in his 50's 
at the time, borrowed one of the racing 
bikes and, necktie and coattails flying, 
went out and set fast time for the eve- 
ning, Asked if the story was true many 
years later, Floyd said it was, but 
modestly added, ''the really fast boys 
weren't there that night.'* 

Gifted with total recall, Clymer's 
reminiscences sounded like carefully 
researched histories, He could remem- 
ber everybody's name that he ever met, 
and many things about them that they 
probably had forgotten themselves. He 
would retell whole conversations word 
for word, with the slang of the time 
peppering the dialogue. 

His business habits used to drive 
emplyees to distraction, Whenever his 
office would pile up with the letters and 
documents that he received from friends 
and associates, all around the world, 
Floyd would simply move into another 
office, surrendering the former one to 
the clutter, and everyone had instructions 
not to disturb the old haunts, Floyd could 
rummage briefly through the apparently 
haphazard pile of papers on one of his 
dusty old desks and come up with what- 
ever he was looking for in moments. 

Now Floyd Clymer is gone from this 
world and our sorrow is for us, the 
survivors, His departure had diminished 
this planet by a great measure. With 
him, an era died, that had seen the 
automobile change from a novelty, toa 
necessity and finally a nuisance. The 
heritage he left us in his more than two 
hundred published books and his remark- 
able collection of antique cars, motor- 
cycles and memorabilia will live long 
after him. 

He is survived by his wife Meryl, a 
Son about whom little is know and several 
thousand grieving friends. Funeral ser- 
vices are Tuesday, Jan. 27 at the Wee 
Kirk in Forest Lawn, Glendale, Calif, 














Micro- Metisse To Hit U.S. Shores

The new lightweight in the Rickman zx € 
line arrived from England in November A 
1969. It was the only one of its kind and a 
was set up to take a 125cc Zundapp or a 1 T 
100cc Hodaka engine. Called the Micro- ee. 
Metisse, it is a near exact copy of the 
Mark IV Rickman Metisse, scaled down 
slightly to be in proportion to the small 
size engines, The wheel base is two 
inches shorter than a Mark IV and the 
tubing of 7/8-inch diameter is slightly 
smaller and, unlike the bigger bikes, 
does not carry oil within the frame. 

The Ceriani forks used are of the 
C-4000 series, smaller than the C-1000 
motocross forks commonly found on the 
big Rickmans, yet bigger than the C-3000 
as used on the Hodaka SS from Steen’s. 
Wheel sizes are 18-inch rear and 20- 
inch front, contributing to the overall 
stability and handling. The tire sizesare 
slightly smaller than those found on 
bigger bikes. Conical light-alloy hubs of 
similar design to those used on the Mark 
IV are employed on the Mico-Metisse, 
contributing greatly to its light weight. 
Our test bike weighed in at 170 pounds 
with gas, which is very good for a race

To quote Jack Byers, who heads the 
Rickman Department at Steen’s, ‘‘The 
bike didn’t lose anything in famous 
Rickman handling, but we did pick up a 
lot in the lightness, It is ideal for the 
rider who likes the cornering qualities of 
an ultra-lightweight, and wants to go into 
the hotly competed 100cc or 125cc 
class,” 

Projected prices on the machine are 
$795 with the Hodaka engine, or $845 for 
the bigger Zundapp. The idea of being 
able to buy a Rickman complete with an 
engine is new, but in caseit staggers you 
and you have to have one without an 
engine, the complete chassis should be 
available for around $600. Naturally, the 
frames are of the same high quality 
found on the other bikes; nickel plated 
with that exceptionally fine bronze- 
welded construction. The fiberglass, 
saddles, and other parts are just as 
found on the exotic Rickman racing ma- 
chines valued from $1600.to over $2000, 
The Micro Metisse will be available in

few feet of dirt for the flag, 

The team race also had a Le Mans 
start, and Bruce Baron who only mo- 
ments before had great difficulty getting 
his machine to start was first off the 
line with his CZ. Baron held on to the 
lead for the first lap but then Greeves 
mounted Jim Wilson roared by to take 
the lead, Tim Hart was back in the pack 
but soon pulled up to bump Baron for 
second place.

94 Brave Seattle Midwinter Trials 


SEATTLE, WASH, Dec, 21, 1969 — To 
enjoy riding in the Pacific Northwest in 
winter, motorcyclists have to have 
webbed feet and thrive on rain and mud, 
Marine foul-weather gear, a Barbour 
suit or leathers are standard attire for 
winter mountain riding. 

Seafair City Motorcycle Club’s mid- 
winter event on top of Tiger Mountain, 
thirty miles east of Seattle, was no ex- 
ception with 35 degree cold and an un- 
believable downpour in fog. Not exactly 
inviting but yet, 94 masochistic indivi- 
duals entered, five coming all the way 
from Athena, Oregon and others from 
British Columbia.
